COSTLY MATTRESSES. 


The Kind That Are Used on the Biq 
Plate Glass Wagons. 

Probably about as costly a sort of 
mattress as any^js one that is made 
not to sleep on at all, but to spread 
on the long, broad table or platform of 
the wagons built for carrying plate 
glass. 

These mattresses, which are made «/f 
curled hair, are very thin, scarcely 
thicker than a comfortable, and must 
be made with the greatest care to in¬ 
sure perfect uniformity of thickness. 
A lump anywhere would be likely to 
break the plate of glass resting upon 
It, and there would be still greater 
danger if the weight of two plates of 
glass was rested on the lump at once. 

A mattress for a plate glass wagon 
costs, according to size, from #60 to 
$75. In use the corners of smaller 
plates carried on it cut into the tick¬ 
ing covering, and sooner or later it has 
to be made over. Simply to make over 
such a mattress costs from $20 to $25. 

On the table topped and mattress 
covered glass wagons the biggest 
plates are carried with confidence and 
safety. The table is built to remain 
absolutely rigid, and the thin but uni¬ 
form mattress protects the plate from 
jar. 

Before plate glass store fronts had 
come into common use, when the han¬ 
dling of a big plate was counted as a 
good deal more of a job than it is now, 
they used to carry a great pane of 
glass in a sort of frame, which was 
put on the wagon with the glass in it. 
At its destination this frame or sup¬ 
port was worked carefully across the 
sidewalk to the store front, where the 
glass w r as dislodged from it to be set, 
and altogether the setting of a great 
plate of glass was then quite an un¬ 
dertaking. 

Now, with the setting of such plates 
a common daily occurrence and with 
men skilled in the handling of them, 
they simply carry a big plate out and 
lay it on their mattress covered table 
topped wagon and carry it to where 
it is to go and there slide it off, to rest 
it for a moment on blocks on the side¬ 
walk, and then they pick it up and 
carry it to the window front. 

Then they run under the lower edge 
of the glass lifting straps, by whicli 
men standing inside the window as 
w r ell as men standing outside can lift 
on it when the glass is put into place 
in the window r frame. There again it 
is raised on blocks until the straps can 
be withdrawn, and then the blocks are 
taken out and the glass secured in 
place, all this being done with great 
care, but still with comparative ease 
and quickness an-1 with certainty, and 
in these times great panes of glass 
are thus moved and set on all but the 
windiest days.—Cleveland Tlaln Dealer. 


The Gates of Paradise. 

Once in a year and at one place in 
the world there is a crush that sur¬ 
passes anything else of Its kind in the 
w r orId. It is the great fair of Bawa 
Farid, w r hich is annually held in the 
town of Pak Pattan, in British India. 
It is held in honor of the famous St. 
Farid-ud-Din, surnamed Shakar Ganj, 
or sugar store, from the fact that his 
body had become so pure by continual 
fasting that whatever was put into his 
mouth, even earth and stones, was in¬ 
stantly changed into sugar. The prin¬ 
cipal ceremony consists of passing 
through an opening made in a wall ad¬ 
joining the shrine measuring 5 by 2Va 
feet and called “the gates of paradise.’" 
Whoever between noon and night Is 
able to pass through this opening is as¬ 
sured of paradise, and when there are 
50,000 striving to pass through at the 
same time the crush is something ter¬ 
rific. Women faint, bones are broken, 
and the heat is stifling. 


Origin of the Postal Card. 

In 18G9, while Professor Emanuel 
Herrmann of Vienna was seeking a 
vast amount of information by corre¬ 
spondence for his notable book, “The 
Guide to the Study of National Econ¬ 
omy,” the thought occurred to him 
that .many advantages would result 
from the adoption of a means of cor¬ 
respondence cheaper than the sealed let¬ 
ter. On Jan. 20 he w T eut before the 
Austrian post director with his idea, 
an open, stamped card, and his sugges¬ 
tion was almost immediately adopted. 
Within a mouth the Austrian postal 
authorities printed and sold 1,000,000 
postal cards and thus established this 
indispensable menus of communication

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WHEN THEM DIES 

And When Our Other Planets and 
Our Sun Are Also Dead. 

STILL THE HEAVENS BLAZE. 


The Infinite Space Shall Always Be 

Filled With Suns and Worlds and 

Souls, For In Eternity There Can Be 

Neither Beginning Nor End. 

The earth was dead. The other 
planets had died, one after the other. 
The sun was extinct, but the stars 
were still twinkling. There shall al¬ 
ways be stars and worlds. 

In the unmeasurable eternity time, 
which is essentially relative, is deter¬ 
mined by the movement of each of 
these worlds, and in each world it is 
felt according to the personal sensa¬ 
tions of their inhabitants.

ACCIDENTS IN ART. 


Ths Ruin of a Burne-Jones and 
Mending of a Turner. 

A very curious history is that of 
Burne-Jones' favorite picture. “Love 
Among the Ruins,” writes M. II. Spiel- 
niann in the London Graphic. The orig¬ 
inal picture was in water color and 
was sent to Paris by a firm of art pub¬ 
lishers for reproduction and in that 
city forwarded to their photographic 
studios in the suburbs. The picture 
unhappily preceded the letter of in 
structions regarding it warning the 
photographer of the medium in which 
it was painted, so that immediately on 
its arrival it was brushed over with 
white of egg to bring out the colors 
for photographing—an excellent proce¬ 
dure in the case of oil pictures, harm¬ 
less and very efficacious. But as to the 
Burne-Jones picture. Love was very 
soon among his own ruins, for every 
swisli of the brush brought off the 
final touches and left a mere smeared 
ground. Sir Edward Burne-Jones was 
heartbroken at the loss of a work <>.n 
which his reputation, he considered, 
would in great measure rest and on 
which he had spent many months of 
patient toil and the very perfection of 
his execution in the realization of one 
of the most poetic conceptions that had 
sprung from his fanciful imagination. 

“Love Among the Ruins” was paint¬ 
ed during the years 1870-3. In October, 
1893. it was destroyed, and by the fol¬ 
lowing year the oil version was finish¬ 
ed, but was scarcely a consolation to 
the artist for the loss of his first and 
more spontaneous work. 

Incidents of this sort are happily not 
of frequent occurrence, but one case 
has come within my knowledge which 
has never. I believe, been recorded. A 
wealthy connoisseur, with a roomful 
of beautiful Turner drawings, was in 
the habit of instructing a firm well 
known as honorable picture dealers to 
overhaul his drawings, but his Turners 
had not for some time been touched, 
and the glasses had become much dark¬ 
ened with dust. On his leaving town 
the senior member of the firm went to 
hfs house and brought away the pre¬ 
cious drawings aud, carrying them 
into the room behind the shop, took the 
first drawing out of its frame and 
mount preparatory to dusting it and 
laid it on the table. Being suddenly 
called into the shop by a customer, he 
covered it with a sheet of Whatman 
paper and left it. His brother entered 
from the street arid passed into the pri¬ 
vate room. A moment later the other 
followed and found him, knife in hand, 
cutting a mount on the top of the Tur¬ 
ner. With a cry, he rushed to the paper 
and lifted it, and there the horrified 
brothers found the 2,000 guinea draw¬ 
ing cut into two pieces. What was to 
be done? To make a clean breast of it 
was apparently out of the question, so 
it was determined to call in the clever 
artist and repairer attached to the firm, I 
and he joined tlie pieces and remounted j 
the drawing, and down where the ver- ■ 
tical cut was lie boldly 7 painted in a 
tree! The picture was in due course 
taken back and rehung in time for the 
owner’s return. A couple of days later 
came an urgent letter calling the dealer 
to the house. “Look at this drawing,” 
said the collector. “What does it mean? 
There’s a tree here. I never saw that 
tree before!” “No more did I.” quietly | 
replied the dealer. “I told you that you ; 
would hardly recognize the drawings 
when tlie glasses had been cleaned in¬ 
side and out. Why, you could hardly 
see them!” The owner, though still 
astonished, accepted the explanation 
aud to this day has probably never 
guessed the truth. The dealer told the 
story himself shortly before his death. ! 
Will it fneet the eye of the hoaxed pro¬ 
prietor, I wonder? 


A Marvel of the East. 

Among other feats in the east the 
learning by heart of the Koran is very 
widespread. Not only men, but wom- 
eu and children, can be found who can 
repeat the holy book from beginning to 
end without a mistake. Taking it in 
round numbers, the Koran contains, 
together with the additions, which are 
Included in the recitation, some 00,000 
words. This is about the length of an 
average up to date novel, but, unlike 
the novel, there are no connecting links 
—the whole book being a confused and 
much mutilated jumble—to enable the 
reciter to remember. To make the 
least error would be a deadly sin, yet 
even children can go through it. But 
this is not all. For an Arabic child to 
recite the Koran is wonderful enough, 
no doubt, but he understands what he 
is saying—it is not to him an unknown 
language—but for a child of another 
nation to recite it from beginning to 
end, without understanding the words 
he is saying, is a much more wonder¬ 
ful feat of memory, and very few of 
those outside Arabia who can recite 
the Koran know more than a fexv of 
the simplest words, if they know those.

A TRYING LANGUAGE. 

The Study of Japanese Is Surrounded 
by Difficulties. 

Japanese is not an easy language 
; even for the native born subject of the 
, mikado, but it is very difficult of ac- 
■ quirement by the westerner. Clive Hol¬ 
land in his book, "Old and New Ja- 
j pan,” does not give foreigners any ! 
j encouragement that they will ever be 
able really to learn the language. It 
takes a Japanese child seven years, it 
is said, to learn the essential parts of 
1 the Japanese alphabet. To use a Japa¬ 
nese dictionary, Mr. Holland says, one 
must be “familiar with no fewer than 
214 signs, which may be said to serve 
the same purpose us initial letters in 
American dictionaries. Then after one 
has tracked down in one of these 214 
signs some part of the character for 
which he is about to undertake an ex¬ 
ploration he still has a veritable north 
pole hunt ahead of him. 

The pompous first personal pronouu 
is avoided whenever it is possible in 
speaking Japanese. If it tnust be used 
it is introduced casually, but generally 
the abstract nouu "selfishness” serves 
in its stead. For example, a Japanese 
would not say "I don’t drink wine,” 
but “Wiue don’t drink,” or. if this is 
not clear enough, “Selfishness wine 
don’t drink." Reference to one’s own 
possessions must be depreciatory. Thus

THE SUPERVISORS 
MEAN BUSINESS 

When the matter of the extra work 
on the San Mateo County Courthouse, 
proposed by Architect Allen, was taken 
up by the Board of Supervisors last 
Monday, Supervisor McBain read the 
| following resolution: 

“Mr. Chairman, I move you that 
the architect of the courthouse be ad¬ 
vised by this Board that the extra 
; work recommended by him for the 
new courthouse is not, in the judg¬ 
ment of said Board, necessary, and 
that he proceed under and in accord¬ 
ance with original plans, specifications 
and contract now on file for the con- 
l struction of said building.” 

The motion was unanimously carried 
as was also another that asked for an 
J affirmative vote upon the application of 
| John McKenzie as superintendent of 
construction of the new building. 

The consideration of contracting for 
the stone work on the courthouse was 
continued to next regular meeting. 
The same action was taken regarding 
the adoption of the competitive plans 
presented by the National Bridge Com¬ 
pany for bridges in the First and 
| Second Township.

LOOKS BAD FOR 
JULIUSJHURSTON 

Julius Thurston known as Tennie, 
was arrested in San Francisco a week 
ago on suspicion. He applied at the 
Central Emergency Hospital in that 
city, for treatment for wounds in the 
neck, saying that he had been shot at 
by footpads who attempted to rob him. 
As Thurston’s wound was in the back 
of the neck and as the details of his 
account ilid not hang together very 
well the attendants became suspicious 
and communicated with the police 
who sent out descriptions of him.

Mulhall was convinced to the 
contrary and the prisoner was taken 
to the police headquarters and held for 
the Santa Clara authorities, as his 
wound was almost aired. 

The Sunnyvale postoffice was enter¬ 
ed .about 2 o’ujock on the morning of 
the 4th instant, and the safe blown 
open. The report of the explosion was 
so loud that the parties in the next 
building were awakened. Nothing was 
taken from the safe, as the strongbox 
within was not damaged by the ex¬ 
plosive used. The front of the build¬ 
ing was wrecked and the oak paneling 
in the money order department was 
demolished. 

Thurston was taken to San Jose 
Sunday where he will be held to await 
examination.
